For the second time in the history of 


the White Hoaee a President's wite has 
died within its walls. 


MTB. Harrison met death with the 


patience and regignation of a devout 
CbriBtam. 


Her last daya were comparatively free 


from pain. 


For twen ty-four hours the President 


and family have teen almost constantly 
beside tier awaiting the end. 


Today was clear and cnep ami coo1,

The Doctor said his efforts were devot- 


ed solely to making the patient SB com- 
fortable as possible in her dying bouts. 


She could not take nourishment of any 


kind, and freqtiont applications of st'm- 
uktinp moisture to the parched lips wafl 
the only treatment that afforded any 
relief. 


The doctor returned about noon nnd 


found the patient even weaker than be- 
fore, being almost completely prostrated 
nnd unable longer to apeak or 
Apparently aho was conscious.

DEATH OF ITKKS. HARUISON. 


The telegraph convejed tbo ead in- 


telligenco last night tbat Mrs. Caroline 
Harrison, wife ot President Harrieen 


TTflfl no more. She expired at the \Yhite 
House at 1.40 p.m., after a lingering ill 
nesa. eurroundod by a loving and griel 
stricken family. 


In tbe death of Mrs. Harrison there 


has gone from life'e stage Booiethinf 
of more importance than tbe first lady 
of the land. She occupied tlie higher 
place of the loving wife and mother, tbe 
Christian woman, the faithful, earnest 
friend of those to whom friendship ia a 
boon. 


The death of Mrs. Harrison lends a 


melancholy interest to the details of bei 
past lite. The Freaident and she bac 
been lovers and companions from their 
early youth. 8ho was by birth a west- 
ern woman. 
Her 
father, Jobn W, 


Scott, was many years ago a teacher in 
Miami University at Oxford, O., and il 
was there tbat tbe wife of the President 
was born. She was named Caroline 
and when she grew up was sent to school 
in the girl's college of the town. 


It was while at school at Oxford that 


Caroline Scott met Benjamin Harrison. 
She fell in love with the quiet, modest, 
studious youth, and her love was folly 
reciprocated. Before either wae 21 they 
had married, settled in llfo and their Drat 
baby bad been born. In the early days 
of General Harrison's career at tho bar 
his wife was tho greatest help to him, 
und he has often Bald tbat she was "half 
his capital." She did her own cooking 
and housework and aided her hnebanc 
In many ways. 
• After eight years of bappy married life 
Fort Blunter was fired on, and then life 
for the young couple began in dread/a 
earnest. Tbe husband went to the front 
•i colonel ot an Indiana regiment, while 
the wife remained behind, keeping house 
•Tone with her two children. Only once 
did tbe huabaud return home on s brlel 
leave of absence. On this occasion he 
fonnd his son very ill with typhoid fever, 
bntthe crisis of.the disease had not been 
reached wben his furlough expired, and 
he was .forced to leave- hia wife alone to 
watch tbe outcome of the battle between 
life and death. 


Twice she went with her children to 


the front to see their father. When 
Sherman's army left Nashville and start' 
ed for 
Atlanta 
General 
Harrison 


marched at the head of bia brigade, 
while the wife and children returned to 
tbe lonely home in Indianapolis. 


"Mrs. Harrison was well known in 


Washington before she came here to rnle 
the White House," said the Washington 
Post recently, "and while that event 
might have added to her eminence, it 
could not have increased tbo affection 
and esteem of her friends. Bhe has been 
in the executive mansion as abe was in 
her private residences bctn here and in 
Indianapolis, the kind and gracious lady, 
the friend, the exponent of those domes- 
tic virtues which tho American people 
love to Bee exemplified in the wiyea of 
tbeir rulers. Under tbe gentle sway the 
White House has beeii made to set forth 
all that la beautiful and sacred in tbe 
home. She baa vouchsafed 
us 
the 


epectacla of a bappy home and united 
family gathered around 
a 
virtuous 


hearth, and maintaining simple, whole- 
some and tender observances which, in 
the rich as In tbe poor, in tbe lofty as in 
tbe bumble, are the true and only condi- 
tions of content. Without conceit or 
ostentation, as tbe devoted daughter, 
wife and mother, whom every woman in 
the land may imitate, she has filled the 
highest place to which she has been 
called and B ftde it more than ever the 
object of the nation's admiration." 


There have been former mist rest ee 


whose regime has been more brilliantly 
successful in a social way; but few sur- 
passed her in tbe task of making it a 
pleasant and happy home. She was a 
thoroughly domestic woman, with all 
that home means very dear to her heart, 
and her sweetness and gentleness all 
along softened tbo lot of her husband 
and 'her children. Above all' else she 
was at all times tho'wifo'and tbe mother. 


Mrs. Harrison united with the church 


when ehe was 14 years of age, and was 
always a consistent 
church woman. 


While in Indianapolis she took an effi- 
cient part in orphan asylum work and 
o I tier charitable undertakings, and in 
Washington her charities, though tin- 
obtrusive, wcro constant and judicioop.

It will be 
impossible to identify the prisoners 
should they choose to evade the process 
of the courts, and this fact must have 
been known to Justice Orichton when hi 
turned them loose. 


A rumor prevailed yesterday tbat the 
irisoners weie fined $10 each, but this ia 
denied by Justice Criuhton. He told a 
reporter yesterday that be had not finec 
,ho Chinamen; that all be bad done waa 
) admit them to bail.

The following is the section of the 


statute under which the arrest 
made: 
"Every person who deals, plays or 
arrles on, opens, or causes to be opened 
or conducts, either as owner or employe, 
whether for hire or not, any game o; 
faro, monte. roulette, lansquenet, rouge 
at noir, rondo, tan. fan tan, studhorse 
loker, 
BBven-and-a-half, 
tweotyone, 


lokey-pokey, or any banking or p r- 
centage game played with cards, dice or 
any device, for money, checks, credit, or 
other representative ol value, and every 
person who plays or bets at or aitainBt 
any of said prohibited games, is guilty ol 


L misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
>y a fine not lees than $100 nor more 
han $500, or by imprisonment in tbo 
county jail not exceeding six months, or 
>y roth auch fine and imprisonment. 
Approved March 10,1891." 


Under tbe etatute approved March 14, 
885, tbe lowest fine was $200 and the 
ligbeet $1000, and after defining the 
amount of the fines the etatuto goes on 
o say, "and shall be imprisoned in the 
ouoty jail until such fine and costs of 
prosecution are paid, such impmon- 
nent not to exceed one year; and every 
)0rBon who plays or beta at or against 
ny of eaid prohibited game or games is 
uilty of R misdemeanor." 
The eUtute was repealed by that of 
801 and tbe punishment was reduced 
ne-half. 
Justice Crichton's action in tho inat- 
ir is inexplicable.
